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Microfiche  Distribution  Backlog  Eliminated 

As  of  September  30,  1992,  the  microfiche  distribution  backlog  has  been  eliminated,  and 
the  Depository  Distribution  Division  is  now  working  on  current  receipts  only.  This  will  be 
good  news  to  depository  library  staff,  because  the  massive  mailings  of  microfiche  titles  have 
stopped  and  the  normal  flow  has  resumed. 

Approximately  60%  of  all  Depository  Library  Program  material  is  sent  to  depositories  in 
microfiche  format.  New  procedures  put  in  place  since  April  1,  1992  will  ensure  that  future 
backlogs  do  not  develop  and  that  current  material  is  distributed  on  a  timely  basis.  As  of  the 
first  week  of  October,  microfiche  titles  received  in  September,  1992,  are  being  distributed. 


New  Update  Cycle  Implementation  Delayed  One  Month 

The  new  selection  update  cycle  originally  scheduled  for  implementation  at  the  beginning 
of  fiscal  year  1993,  on  October  1,  will  be  delayed  for  approximately  30  days. 
Implementation  of  libraries'  new  item  selections  is  anticipated  on  November  2,  1992.  The 
delay  will  allow  the  Library  Programs  Service  to  distribute  the  titles  remaining  in  the  fiscal 
year  1992  backlog  under  the  counts  in  effect  when  the  materials  were  ordered.

The  depository  staff  at  Spartanburg  County  Public  Library  in  Spartanburg,  S.C.  have 
been  generating  positive  publicity  for  the  documents  collection  in  1992.

NEWS  RELEASE 

A  "Selective  Housing  Agreement"  was  recently  established  between  the  Spartanburg 
County  Public  Library  and  the  Sandor  Teszler  Library,  Wofford  College,  in  Spartanburg, 
South  Carolina.  On  August  21,  1992,  the  Directors  of  the  two  libraries  formally  signed 
the  Agreement  at  the  Main  Branch  of  the  Spartanburg  County  Public  Library,  which  has 
been  a  Federal  Depository  Library  since  1967.  This  Agreement  allows  Wofford 
College's  Teszler  Library  to  receive  all  U.S.  Senate  and  House  hearings  and  all  Senate 
and  House  documents  (microfiche  format)  for  use  in  its  reference  department.  The 
hearings,  a  rich  source  of  subject  information  on  a  wide  variety  of  topics  and  issues,  will 
be  accessible  through  a  subscription  to  CIS  Index,  which  Teszler  Library  also  agreed  to 
purchase  to  allow  keyword/subject  access  points.

Also,  Teszler  Library  has  agreed  to  provide  a  microfiche  reader/printer,  signage,  and 
reference  service  as  well  as  technical  support  in  technical  services  and  acquisitions.
